Farmer reminisces about 
civil rights movement

James Farmer, considered 
one of the top four Black lead- 
ers of the '60s, captivated a 
Columbus audience by provid- 
ing them with a behind the 
scenes perspective of the civil 
rights movement. 

Farmer, the founder and 
former national director of 
CORE (Congress Of Racial 
Equality), was in Columbus 
last week in conjunction with 
Ohio State University’s Black 
World Week celebration. 


Farmer was considered “one 
of the Big Four giants of the 
civil rights struggle of the 
1950s and 60s,” according to 
Dr. Frank Hale, Vice Provost of 
OSU’s Office of Minority 
Affairs. The other leaders men- 
tioned in the same breath as 
Farmer were: Martin Luther 
King, Jr. of the Southern Chris- 
tian Leadership Conference; 
Roy Wilkins of the NAACP; and 
Whitney Young of the National 
Urban League. 

“Ohio played an important 
role In thé life of CORE and the 


movement,” Farmer said. 

He noted that the National 
Council of the Fellowship of 
Reconciliation met-in Cincin- 
nati in 1942 to establish an 
interracial organization that 
later became known as CORE. 

CORE became a national 
organization a year later, and 
its largest chapter was in 
Columbus, Farmer recalls. 

When the Supreme Court 
ruled in Brown vs. the Board of 
Education that segregation is 
unconstitutional in the field of

men and women in virtually all 


age categories have increased 
since 1965. Currently about 20 
percent of Black adults in the 
labor market are unemployed, 
with the rates for teenagers 
being nearly double that 
amount. 

® Black students have a great 
need for financial aid in view of 
the fact that 48 percent of 
Black college-bound seniors 
come from families with 
incomes under $12,000, as 
compared to 10 percent of their 
white counterparts. 

“While Black students have 
made important strides since 
1965 in gaining admission into 
major universities, there has

Days ago, | was sitting com- 
fortably in my easy chair 
watching t.v. While flipping 
past the various channels, a 
strange and eye-catching 
scene grabbed my attention. It 
was Forsyth, Georgia, and a 
congregation of marchers had 
assembled and were marching 
in honor of the late, great Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr. Suddenly, 
without warning, | witnessed 
through my t.v. set the Ku Klux 
Kian hurling bottles and stones 
into the crowd. And | sat there 
dumbfounded; partly in anger, 
and partly in sadness. | was 
angry, you see, because: with 
ail our struggles, -with all the 
ghosts of those who died for 
equality and freedom, Blacks 
must still climb the ladder of 
respect to reach our proper 
rung in America.

meet the standard that they 
really desire to achieve. 

A lot of young people do not 
realize that they really can live 
out their drams to complete- 
ness. They must know that 
their dreams of standing 
strong on their own two feet 
can be realized without having 
to settle for second best. 
Firstly, of course, they must 
know that they are capable. 
Then, all it takes is putting one 
foot in front of the other and 
onward to success. 

Black young people should 
be encouraged to set high 
goals and strive to reach them. 
A great number of Black high 
school students are advised to 
enter vocational areas. The 
high school vocational pro- 
grams are great if the career is 
what the person really wants. 
However, many times students 
are led to feel that itis their only 
alternative. | want to’be able to 
encourage Black students, 
including myself, to go on to 
college, striving to achieve 
their highest dreams. 

Black young people often 
feel that they will not be able to 
succeed because they do not 
see it happening around them. 
Often, Blacks are dictated to by 
society. Because they do not 
see Blacks in certain profes- 
sions, they do riot believe that it 
can be. They need to know that 
their career choices are untim- 
ited. More Blacks are in college 
today than twenty years ago, 
but how many are going to be 
psychologists? or surgeons? 
or chemical engineers? Very 
few are. The reason is because

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The efforts -- including a reor- 
ganization of the group itself 
--will lead to an increased 
market for Black realtist, Potter 
believes. 

The real estafe industry has 
jong been a bastion of success- 
ful Black entrepreneurship. In 
the segregated housing 
market, Blacks often had to go 
to Black realtistin order togain 
housing opportunities. Many 
of the developers who built 
new housing in this*market 
were also Black. 

However, the delcine in 
segregation in the housing 
market -- stimulated in part by 
open housing laws which have 
historically been supported by 
Black’ realtist - paradoxically 
helped hasten the demise of 
many independent brokers. 

“There are fewer independ- 
ent brokers than there used to 
be,” Potter says. “It's not unus- 
ual to find that Black brokers 
have escrowed their licenses 
and gone in with white firms.” 

However, once in the white 
firms, Potter believes, Blacks 
are unable to penetrate the 
more lucrative suburban 
market, but have been con- 
signed within their companies 
to listings in the inner city. 

“When yousee the signs with 
the Black sales agent's name 
on it, it's general'y not in the 
outlying areas,’’ Potter 
asserted. 

Thus, Potter believes, the 
Black community is hurt two 
ways -- Black real estate entre- 
preneurs ar2 denied the oppor- 
tunity to ply their trade in their 
traditional markets, and the 
Black agents in the pre- 
dominantly-white firms are 
denied opportunities to 
expand and grow within their 
white firms. 

“There are all kinds of indica- 
tions that we are sliding back- 
wards rather than going for- 
ward” in the real estate 
industry, Potter argued. 


itwas for this reason thatthe 
realtists reorganized. They 
found that, although the 
predominantly-white real 
estate trade associations had 
opened the doors to them, 
Blacks were still being 
excluded intarge measure 
from the policy-making roles 
within the white organizations. 
~ Reorganization of the 
Columbus chapter is just part 
of a statewide push to streng- 
then the long-dormant organi- 
zation. Chapters are reorganiz- 
ing in Canton,.Youngstown 
and Cincinnati, according to 
Potter. 

The group has several goals. 
One is to convince Black real- 
tors that the separate organiza- 
tion is a necessity, Potter said, 


“and to “re-educate (the Black 


realtors) to the fact that most 
progressive housing activity 
has been instigated by the 
Black brokers themselves,” 
including the push for open 
housing legislation and the 
effort to invalidate the “restric- 
tive convenants” which con- 
trolled the sale of property to 
Blacks. 

“It's very unfortunate that 
younger brokers and salesper- 
sons have little knowledge of 
what the older brokers have 
done to bring about opportun- 
ity for Blacks to participate as 
real estate entrepreneurs,” 
Potter said. ' 

Another push of the group is 
to become an aggressive and 
active lobbyist in behalf of 
Black would-be homeowners. 
The realtists are currently sup- 
porting passage of a bill plac- 
ing teeth in the state's housing 
discrimination laws, which is 
sponsored by State Rep. Ver- 
non Sykes (D-Akron) and 
being pushed in the Senate by 
Sen. Michael White (D-Cleve- 
land). 

Realtists are.also planning to 
meet with the head of the Ohio 
Housing Finance Agency,

Nancy Vecchiarelli, assistant 
U.S, attorney. 

For each false coupon sub- 
mitted for repayment to the 
government, according to the 
False Claims Act, a $2,000 for- 
feiture is allowed. The stores 
involved in this suit claim that 
they “accepted blank WIC 

* coupons and filled in higher 
amounts of purchases than 
actually made.” 

Some of the stores named in 
this suit are located on Buck- 
eye Rd., E. 79th St, Cedar 
Ave., E. 40th St, E. 62nd and 
Woodland Ave. and Miles Ave.

In reference to A. Brown- 
son's letter on the front page 
of the Call and Post Feb. 26, 
“All racism is bad,” it was 
stated: “I very strongly dis- 
agree with the printing of the 
racist remark made by Omar 
Ali-Bey of the 21st Caucus.” 

Brownson was referring to 
remarks made by Mr. Bey in 
the Call and Poston Feb. 19, 
"Shooting by security guard 
triggers protest at matket.” 

In the news story_Mr, Bey is 
quoted as saying: "We will be 
calling for an investigation of 
all Arab-owned businesses in 
the Black community, and if 
they are not supporting that 
community we will take action 
to have them removed.” 

While Mr. Bey is the chair- 
man of the 21st Caucus Crime 
And Satety Committee, he 
was not authorized by any 
resolution of the 21st Caucus 
to speak for that body in pick- 
eting the Arab family-owned 
Eagle Market on 85th St. and 
Quincy Ave.

public education, Farmer and 
other leaders raised the issue: 
"If segregation is unconstitu- 
tional in education, then 
segregation should be uncon- 
stitutional in employment, vot- 
ing rights, and places of public 
accommodations." 

Brown vs. the Board of Edu- 
cation, other anti-discrimi- 
nation rulings by the Supreme 
Court, growing Black pride 
and the ability of the media to 
take the horrors of racism into 
every living room in the coun- 
try “made soil right for the civil 
rights movement” begin and to 
be successful. 

In retrospect, Farmer said 
the Freedom Ride gives him 
the most ‘pride of any single 
event during the civil rights 
movement. 

“It was something | enjoyed 
and | was terrified by,” he 
remarked. Os 

During that era, Blacks had 
to ride in the back of the bus 
and were forced to use segre- 
gated restrooms, drinking 
fountains and waiting areas; 
even though the Supreme 
Court made discrimination 
illegal in interstate travel. 
CORE decided to put the law to 
th®'test, since Blacks, who 
tried to integrate buses or bus 
terminals in the South, con- 
tinued to be beaten or arrested. 

Consequently, the rulings of 
the Supreme Court became 
“scraps of paper gathering 
dust and cobwebs,’’ he 
lamented. 


CORE tested the Supreme 
Court ruling by traveling a bus 
route from Washington, D.C. to 
New Orleans with Blacks sit- 
ting in the front of the bus'and 
whites sitting in the back of the 
bus. “They would refuse to 
move if ordered to do so, while 
remaining non-violent in the 
process,” he stated. 

Before making the journey 
through the. South, Farmer 
sent a copy of their intinerary 
to President John F. Kennedy, 
U.S. Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy, and Director of the 
FBI J. Edgar Hoover. 

He later learned that Hoover 
provided the Alabama police, 
who were known members of 
the Klu Klux Klan, with their 
travel plans so the” Kian could 
have a ‘warm reception’ (for the 
Freedom Riders) at every stop 
in that state.” 

For deliberately furnishing 
the Klan with their itinerary, 
two Freedom Riders who were 
badly beaten during the ride 
later sued the FBI and won. 

As predicted by Farmer's 
father, the participants on the 
Freedom Ride, both Black and 
white, met little resistance to 
their non-violent protest until 
they reached Alabama. 

Farmer's dad, who was on 
his death bed when the Free- 
dom Ride began, told his son 
that he “would probably make 
it through Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and 
George without much trouble; 
but you won't make it through 

‘ ‘Bama. If you make it through 
‘Bama, you'll think it was pur- 
gatory, but Mississippi will be

Ruth Russell, the Director of 
Recruitment and Placement 
for the Office of Minority 
Affairs. “We are attempting to 
involve the entire community 
to assist us in our efforts to 
attract Black youth,” Russell 
stated. 

Senator Michael White, a 
member of the Ohio General 
Assembly from Cleveland, 
Ohio, indicated "I support this 
effort by The Ohio State Uni- 
versity to substantially 
increase the numer of Balck 
students, because education is 
the means by whieh society 
prepares young people to get 
into the mainstream. Addition- 
ally, in order for us to have 
Black leaders in the future , we 
will have to train them. Higher 
education does prepare our 
youth for upward mobility.” 

“In the past, recruitment 
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efforts and academic support 
services have been left to the 
discretion and resources of 
minority-focused offices for 
the most part. Now we must 
enlist the full participation of 
individual departments and 
colleges on our campus for this 
enterprise,” Hale stated. 

The Office of Minority Affairs 
assists minority students by 
helping to provide financial 
assistance to them through the 
Freshman Foundation Pro- 
gram (FFP). All FFP students 
are awarded financial aid 
through their urfdergraduate 
years, based on a need analy- 
sis performed according to 
national guidelines estab- 
lished by the College Scholar- 
ship Service.

One of the elderly white pro- 
testers tried to intervene, but 
was beaten so badly on the 
head that he suffered a stroke 
and presently remains confin- 
ed to a wheelchair. 

The next morning, the Free- 
dom Riders were “greeted” by 
a mob of 500 equipped with 
chains, guns, sticks and chains. 
The members of the mob slash- 
ed the tires which went flat just 
outside of town. The mob 
pursued and tossed a fire- 
bombed through the ‘bus win- 
dow. That bus was evacuated 


and soon “‘burned to the 


ground.” ‘ 

The picture of that scene was 
published in every newspaper 
in the world, Farmer said. 

Although, the CORE memb- 
ers were not physically or men- 
tally able to complete the trip to 
New Orleans, members of 
SNCC (Student Non-violent 
Coordinating Committee) 
were anxious to pick up the 
Freedom Ride where CORE 
left off. 

A SNCC spokesman told 
Farmer that, “We can't let them 

stop you with violence; ifwe do 
the movement is dead.

On the remainder of the trip, 
protesters were escorted by 
“FB! agents and national 
guardsmen, since the Klan had 
threatened to ambush the 
Freedom Riders in Missiesippi. 

The governor of Mississippi, 
afraid of getting the black-eye 
that Alabama had gotten, “told 
the rednecks to stay home and 
let us handle it." The governor, 
Farmer said, did not want to be 
embarrassed, “since he was 
trying to court northern 
businesses.” 

The Freedom Rides were a 
success, since Robert Kenne- 
dy issued an order that took 
affect on November 1, 1961 
préventingsegregationin 
interstate travel. 

“We. won that important little 
skirmish," Farmer boasted. 

“Now’we must rebuild the 
lives of our people who have 

. been victimized by poverty and 
prejudice. What we need now 
is a renaissance of our people 
-- the rebuilding of our peo- 
ple,” the civil rights leader 
concluded.

Feima Harper Washington is 
disgusted with Black people 
who “don't know enough about 
our own history.” 

Washington, 83, operates 
the Harper Memorial Library 
and Museum of Afro-American 
Historical Research in Belle- 
fontaine, Ohio. 

The Library, located in her 
home; was named for her 
grandfather, Henry M. Harper, 
who was one of the few Qlacks 
enlisted in the Navy during the 
Civil War. 

Since 1930, she has been 
diligently collecting paintings, 
magazines, books, antique 
photographs, and other arti- 


facts that chronicle the strug- 
gle of Black people from the 
early days of slavely to the 
present. 

Washington's eyes roll anda 
twisted frown falls across her 
face when someone does not 
know the answer to a seem- 
ingly elementary fact about 
Black history. 

For example, she asked 
some. visitors. inher home if 
they “remembered Ft. Pillow?" 

Silence. 

“Black people should 
remember Ft. Pillow just as 
white people ‘Remember the 
Alamo,” she asserted. 

“Ft. Pillow,” she said, “was a 
place the Civil War where Con-

scarcer portrait of Lincoln. 
. Washington, referring to a 
CLEVELAND PLAIN DELAER 
article, says there’ is only sup- 
posed to be three Lincoln pho- 
tographs of its kind of exist- 
ence, and “I have the fourth!" 
She would not reveal the value 
of this find. 

This Lincoln portrait is the 
only one where the president is 
standing. Since he never posed 
for a full-length portrait, she 


super-imposed onto t 
of President Henry Clay. 

This photograph, which 
Washington's prize posses- 
sion, is only one piece in her 
extensive Lincoln collection. 

Other Lincoln memorabilia 
of another rare photo of the 
slain president by J. Gregson, 
statues, and antique reproduc- 
tions of the Gettysberg 
Address and other Lincoln 
related documents. 

One book in her collection, 
THE CENSUS OF 1840, con- 
tained some intriguing facts 
about Ohio. 

in 1840, the "District of Ohio" 
contained 1.5 million whites 
and 17,342 Blacks. 

Incidentally, Black men in 
Columbus out-numbered 
Black women 317-256. The 
total population in Franklin 
County was 25,000. 

Even though Ohio was a free 
state, the Census Bureau 
raportéd that Ohio had three 
Black slaVés in Lawrence, Pre- 
ble, and Muskingham Coun- 
ties. Apparently, southern 
whites moved to Ohio and took 
their slaves with them, 
Washington surmised. 

Her collection also consists 
of several busts of important 
Black inventors: Robert Ril- 
lieux, the inventor of white 
sugar; Frederic McKinley 
Jones, the inventor of refriger- 
ation systems for cars trucks; 
Dr. Charles Drew, a pioneer in 
blood research, and Dr. Daniel 
Hale Williams, who performed 
the first heart operation.

An Abused Parent 


Williams tells audience, 


‘don’t get too comfortable’

Rev. Hosea Williams, a long- 
time civil rights activist who 
organized the “March. agairist 
Fear and Intimidation” in For- 
syth County Ga., was in 
Columbus Feb. 24 to urge city 
residents to join with him in a 
return to the historic methods 
and goals of the civil rights 
struggle. 

Williams, 62, was a trusted 
lieutenant of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, and is now a member of 
the Atlanta city council. But it 
was in his role as a community 
activist and ofganizer that he 
urged groups at Ohio State 
University and. in an evening 
appearance at East High 


School to take the civil riahts 
struggle to the streets.

Asserting that “racism is on the rise throughout this nation, 


and we are the victims,” he urged his edominantly-Black 
audience to be vigilant in the struggle. ; 

“Don't get too comfortable,” he told a crowd at East High 
School. “Don't allow (the enemies of Black people) to rock you 
to sleep. You're not free. You're doing better than you used to, 


but they're doing so much better they'll ever allow you to do.” ° 


Williams warned his audience, “the struggle is not over, and 
we're in a very danagerous period. We're not as free today as 
we were a few years.after the civil war.” 

Williams then proceeded to give his audience a history les- 
son about the Reconstruction period after the civil war, in 
which several Blacks served in the U.S. Congress, Blacks con- 
trolled the South Carolina legislature, several Blacks were 
lieutenant governors and one, Pinkney Pinchback, actually sat 
as governor of Louisiana for a time. 

However, this period ended when, in a political compromise, 
newly-elected president Rutherford B. Hayes, “the Ronald 
Reagan of his time, sold us out,” Williams said. 

Today, Williams argued, American society has,entered “the 


beginning of the ending of ‘the second’ reconstruction,” a- 


period in which the country was touched by the blatant racism 
of southern segregation and enacted a series of laws and 
programs which have dismantled that system. 

Instead, Williams stated, “there is a definite effort to take 
away” the rights gained in the civil rights struggle. 

“There's an eroding and retrogression of the few rights we 
have struggle so hard to gain.” 

Williams’ solution is a return to the tactics of the civil rights 
struggle of the 1960s — marching and protest. 

Williams dissented from those observers who argued that 
the civil rights struggle must move “from the streets to the 
(corporate) suites.” 

“Marching has been the most potent weapon for oppressed 
people since Joshua fought the battle of Jericho, and it will be 
until Jesus comes back to this earth,” Williams said. 

In an‘interview before his remarks at East High School, 
Williams applauded an effort by the civil rights leadership to 
have a joint meeting to develop strategies. 

“We haven't been this close since the death of Dr. King” 
Williams said. 

According to Williams, King was a master at “organizing 
leaders,” and with his death many of the civil rights leaders 
“just began going their own way.” 

However, the racial climate created by the Reagan adminis- 
tration has served to bring Black leadership back together, 
Williams believes. ‘ 

At the East High School meeting, which was organized by 

> the Harambee School, Harambee director Dr. Charles O. Ross 
announced.that.a major effort of a group of local community 
leaders which had been convened to hear Rev. Williams would 
be the development of a Black bank in the city of Columbus.
